He sought a reconcilia- | 
tion a number of times and shortly | 
after 6 o'clock this afternoon he | 
drove into his old home place in which | 
he had allowed his wife to reside. 
There was a shotgun beside him. His | 
wife was feeding the chickens in the’ 
rear yard. 

Whether words were exchanged no} 
one knows. Mr. and Mrs. Jake | 
Whigham; next door neighbors, with | 
whom Dr.. Harvey had been living for| 
the last mouth or two, heard a series | 
of shots at the rear of the Harvey) 
home and, running into the yard, | 
found Dr. Harvey dead and his wife! 
unconscious from two shotgun wounds. 

Doctors who examined the body of 
Dr. Harvey said that the full charge 
of the shotgun had entered his heart, 
causing instant death. The muzzle 
of the gun, 
against his body, when he touched 


caused the end of the barrel to be 
torn to pieces, 

First persons reaching the scene 
said that the trigger of the shotgun 
had been tied to the wire fence, so 
that Dr. Harvey must have deliberated 
over the matter for several minutes 
after firing two shots at his wife. 

The Whigham family said that 
there had been no recent quarrel be- 
tween the two, but it was generally 
known thréughout the community that 
he was anxious to obtain a reconcilia- 
tion and had once remarked that he 
eould not live without his wife. 

The Harveys had no children. She 
has a brother, S. D. Josey, of Jack- 
sonville, Fla., and he has one brother, 
Will Harvey, of Stilson, Ga.; and a 
sister, Mrs. Highsmith, believed to 
reside in Savannah. 

According to close friends of the 
family, Dr. Harvey had become a 
vietim of the drug habit after treat- 
ment for injuries Teceived in an acci- 
dent, and that is said to have been 
responsible for the separation. 

For two years he is said to have 
made numerous threats to kill his wife

“However, Dr. “ennedy’s§ reports 
hardly ever show alarming existence 
of these maladies. We are up against 
one of the worst waves of collusion 
and fraud in the history of our serv- 
ice in Atlanta.” 

One woman insured by an indus- 
trial firm doing business in Atlanta, 
this official declared, . recently . made 
the mistake of presenting a sick-bene- 
fit certificate dated one week in ad- 
vance. It was explaincd that under 
the insurance stipulations applicants 
must present such certificates every 
seven days. This woman, it was al- 
leged, presented a certificate attested 
by a physician dated “April 7,” al- 
though she also presented one for the 
current seven-day period. 

According to the insurance laws of 
the state, fraudulent statements and 
claims are misdemeanors proscribed 
by statute in the following language: 

“No persons shall knowingly or wil- 
fully make or aid in the making of 
any false or fraudulent statement or 
representation of any material fact 
or thing in any written statement or 
certificate for the purpose of. procur- 
ing or attempting to proctire the 
payment of any false or fraudulent 
claim against any stch insurance 
company or fraternal order or bene- 
fit association,” etc. Punishment is 
as for a misdemeanor, 060. ime a 
fine not to exceed $1, imprison- 
ment not to. exceed six mon or 
chain gang service not to exceed 12 
months.

Ruler of Ten Million, Dies RULE BAN BARRED

3.— (UN )—Empress 
ruler of the 10,000,000 subjects of ; 
Abyssinia, died suddenly today, aged 
54 years. Her cousin, Ras Tafari, 
whom she crowned king of kings of 
Ethiopia, Conquering Lion of Judah 
and Elect of God about a year ago, 


immediately took over the imperial 
palace with strong detachments of 
troops. 

Order was being maintained in the 
face of possibility that Ras Tafari’s 
rivals might become active. 

There were two possible claimants 
to the throne besides Ras Tafari. One 
was Lej Yasu, former emperor now 
held captive by. ecclesiastical authori- 
ties. The other was Ras Kassa, a pow- 
erful chieftain who like the others 
was able to trace his ancestry back 
to the House of Solomon. 

Lej Yasu, grandson of the great 
Emperor Menelek, was designated by 
the latter to succeed him, but was 
overthrown in 1916 becauge of his 
sympathy with Germany in the World 
War and because of his leanings to- 
ward Mohammedanism in this Chris- 
tian country. 

Zeoditu, an ambitious woman of 40, 
daughter of Menelek,. was crowned 
empress 14 years ago with Ras Ta- 
fari, son of Menelek’s nephew, as re- 
gent and heir. 

Both the rulers were ambitious, and 
it galled Ras Tafari to sit a step 
below the empress at court ceremo- 
nials. Two trips to the principal coun- 
fries of Europe with an imposing reti- 

ee of rases and o ficials increased 

he ras’ prestige, and in 1923 he won 
Abyssinia’s admittance to the League 
of Nations subject to certain condi- 
tions as tb. the control of slavery and 
arms traffic. 

In 1928 Italy sent the Duke of 
Abruzzi to return the regent’s visit, 
and the envoy was reteived with the 
most lavish splendor. A treaty was 
concluded -whereby Abyssinia was to 
obtain a port on the Red sea im the 
Italian colony of Eritria, in return for 
which Italy was to win’a railroad 
concession in Abyssinia rivalling one 
held by Fran~e. 

Rumors became current that the re- 
gent’s modern ideas were not shared 
by the empresa, and such friction de- 
veloped that Ras Tafari’s adherents 
urged him to pecoste king. + 

The empress, thoygh she was be- 
ON +lieved to share the Gaston slogan of 
“Abyssinia for the Abyssinians,”. at 
length yielded and with her own 
hands crowned Tafari asking. The 
crown: he received was éven- larger 
than the ane she wore.

Town of» Devon, Penn., 
Nearly Wiped Off Map 
by Explosion Felt 30 
Miles Away. 


— 


PHILADELPHIA, April 3.—(®)— 
Ten persons lost their lives and more 
than 30 were injured today by a series 
of explosions which virtually wiped 
out the planty of the Pennsylvania 
Fireworks Display Company, Inc, at 
Devon, 16 miles west of Philadelphia. 

Most of the dead were enrployes of 
the plant which was comprised of ten 
sinall buildings on a seven-acre tract 
of land, 

Although hospitals reported treating 
only about 20 injured persons, many 
more were treated on the scene by 
emergency ambulances dispatched with 
physicians. Many others in the 200 
homes in surrounding territory which 


were damaged, were treated by family 
ph¥sicians or administered first nid | 
treatment themselves, | 

Police tonight were investigating | 
reports that several employes were un- | 
accounted for, but it is believed if 
they are missing they are represented 
among the unidentified dead. 

The shock of the blasts was felt. 
over a wide area, reports having been | 
received that the heavier explosions | 
were felt 30 miles away. 

Heavy damage was done to houses | 
nearby tenanted by workers. Roofs 
were caved in, porch roofs wrecked 
and windows blown out. There was 


’ 


extensive minor damage done over a 
large area, some places more than a 
mile away being affected. 

There were three heavy explosions 


which caused most of the damage, 
followed by smaller blasts over a 
period of 20 minutes. At times the 


exploding fireworks sounded like the], 


rattle of machine guns. Rescuers were 
forced to remain at a distance until 
the explosions ceased, 

The debris caught fire and was 
burning briskly _ when firemen and 
other rescuers tackled the scattered 
debris of the small buildings. 

Right of those who lost their lives 
were killed outright and their bodies 
were badly charred, two others died 
later. 

There was little left of the build- 
ings when the last of the explosives 
on the leveled tract let go, and the 
fire was easily extinguished. 


Great crowds rushed to Devon from 
all the surrounding suburban towns 
and there was much difficulty in get- 
ting the injured qrickly to Bryn Mawr 
hospital, six miles east of Devon. The 
only road to the hospital was jammed 
with fire apparatus, ambulances and 


| countless automobiles. 


According to Alexander Vardaro, 
proprietor of the fireworks plant, the 
first explosion occurred in a building 


at the extreme northwestern corner 
of the property where a quantity of 
dynamite was stored. 

“The only thing I could think of 
that would cause the explosion would 
be friction,” said Vardaro. “It would 
be possible for the nails of the shoes 
of some of the workmen moving about 
the building to cause .sufficient fric- 
tion to set off the dynamite. The ex- 
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+ NEW YORK, April 3.—(/)—Two 
Series ef explosions caused by leakin 
gas mains down in the labyrinth 
subterranean ‘passages that honeycomb 
the earth beieath the skyscrapers of 
New York hurled 20 manholes high 
into the air along lower: Broadway 
today, ‘ripped up great sections of 
pavement, and put telephones, electric 
lights, trolley cars, and>traffic signals 
out of commission. 

_ Several persous were slightly in- 
jured ds they ran through the streets 
dodging debris. 

The explosions occurred along 
Broadway, from 29th to 33rd streets, 
between 5th and Gth avenues. 

A section of the streets is being re- 
paved, and workmen have scraped 
down deep to lay a solid © concrete 
foundation for the asphalt. Shortly 
after a concrete. mixer, drawn by a 
heavy tractor, had passed over the sec- 
tion that was being repaved, a man- 
hole cover shot high into the ait 
followed by a sheet of flame. 

Other manhole covers blew up all 
along the street at intervals of 
seconds. While police and fire emer- 
sency squads and repair men tried to 
plug up the leaks, three large mains 
and several smaller ones developed 
leaks, and as the gas rushed out there 
was a second series of explosions, 
filling the air with fragments of 
a-phalt, dust and debris, and gas. 
Six of the police and firenren were 
slightly injured. 

Several thousand persons were or- 
dered by the poliee to evacuate near- 
by hotels, office buildings, and depart- 
ment stores,

PHILP WILL INSPECT 
STE FOR. GAN 


WASHINGTON, April 3.—(Spe-| 
cial.)—If an adjustment of certain of 
his official affairs permits, Fourth As- 
sistant, Postmaster General John W. 
Philp announced tonight that he will 


leave here tomorrow atrcrnoon for At- 
Janta to make a further inspection 
of sites proposed for the new federui 
building. Otherwise it may be at least 
two weeks before he will have an op- 
portunity to goto the city, 
stated. 

If the assistant postmaster general, 
who is.in charge of the postoffice de- 
partment’s end of the federal building 
program, is able to leave Friday after- 
noon he will catch a train scheduled 
to arrive in Atlanta around 9 o’clock 
Saturday morning, with plans calling 
for remaining over in the city through 
Sunday. 

The proposal that he go to the city 
again for a further inspection of the 
several sites offered before reaching a 
final decision was made by Mayor 
Ragsdale and a number of prominent 
businessmen of Atlanta Tnesday. At 
the time the proposal was received 
here Philp was engaged in a series 
of conferences with official of the 
Atlanta Terminal Company and the 
Central of Georgia railway regarding 
the site owned by the latter company 
which was tentatively selected some 
months back. Mayor Ragsdale and 
the others strongly urged him to de- 
fer further consideration of the At- 
lanta site situation until he could go 
to the city for a final inspection and 
conference with civic leaders. 

Philp said tonight he probably 
would be able to adjust his affairs in 
a manner to permit him to spend one 
day in Atlanta this week, arriving 
there Saturday morning and return- 
ing to Washington that night, but 


expressed the belief that this would 


not permit a sufficient amount of 
time to go over the situation properly. 
By devoting a part of Sunday to 
the survey, however, would allow ade- 
quate time for all, he said. 

He explained that he will be com- 
pelled to return to Washington by 
Monday morning because of hearings 
he must attend before the budget bu- 
reau then in connection with the 
building program. His ability to leave 
for the full week-end trip depends on 
the preparation of certain material by 
temorrow noon which he will be ex- 
pected to present at the budget hear- 
ings.

INDIAN GIRL PLEADS 
GULTY TO MURDER

BUFFALO, N. Y., April 3.—(@)— 
The curtain was rung down today on 
a drama of nationwide interest in 
which an Indian woman was tried for 
the murder of a white artist’s wife, 
and tonight the last of the scenery 
was being cleared away. 

Lila Jimerson, ‘the “Red Lilac” of 
the Cayuga Indians, lay on a sick 
bed in the Buffalo City hospital and 
faced a prison term of 20 years to life, 
a sentence which became mandatory 
when she pleaded guilty today to a 
charge of murder, second degree, re- 
duced from one of murder, first de- 
gree. She is suffering from _ tuber- 
culosis and her conditions caused the 
court. to halt her trial on the first de- 
gree charge. 

In sharp contrast to the earlier 
scenes of the trial of Lila Jimerson 
for murder, in conection with the 
slaying of Mrs. Clothilde Marchand, 
wife of Henri Marchand, .internation- 
ally famous artist and seulptor, the 
final act of the drama took place in 
the auditorium of the hospital. A 
bare handful of spectators, most of 
them newspaper reporters, was 
present. 

It was from her hospital bed, 
wheeled into the auditorium, that the 
emaciated, sickly Indian woman nod- 
ded her silent acquiescence to ques- 
tions by Judge F. Bret Thorn, and 
thereby entered her plea of guilty to 
the reduced charge. Not once did 
she speak, Her plea accepted, she was 
removed to her room.

“When I —— to alight from a 
taxi at the chiet’s office, the latter’s 
assistant jumped in the cab and warn- 


ed me to take cover at once, He in- 


formed me that warrants of attach-

“But it hasn’t been easy,” he’ said, 
pensively. “I’ve done a little of 
everything. I’ve picked oranges in 
Florida, piled hay in Arkansas, laid 
natural gas pipe lines in Louisiana 
and driven a taxicab in Mississippi. 
I’ve had to work in restaurants for a 
number of meals when I was hungry. 

“This thing of starting out and con- 
quering the world,” he continued, with 
a Philosophical. touch ‘which might 
have been born in the hay fields of 
Arkansas or ander a blistering Loni- 
siana sun, “is not what it’s cracked up 
to be. Every young man should get 
an education and learn a trade be- 
sides. When prospective employers 
would ask me what I eould do, I had 
to tell them I was ‘just willing to 
work,’ but had no knowledge of the 
work they desired a man for. A man 
without a trade is lost, as far as mak- 
ing real money is concerned, and is 
placed on a par with a laborer.” 

Boyle had little to say about his 
reason for cutting his college career so 
abruptly and remaining out of touch 
with his family for almost a year and 
xn half. The poker explanation made 
by Detective Smith seemed enough to 
be said. 

From other sources, however, it was 
learned that he did not want to fol- 
low the long line of doctors he is de- 
scended from in the medical profes- 
sion. He was uncertain as to wheth- 
er+he would return to Fordham and 
pursue his studies where he dropped 
them—with the junior class. 

“Emmett wants to come back to 
the south sometime,” Smith said, 
“but he wants to make enough money 
to come back the way he is returning 
to Glens Falls—in a dtawing room.”

court he should have at least two 
'weeks to prepare his cases and that 
because of the return of the addition- 
‘al indictment Tuesday night this two 
weeks would be denied him if forced 
to go to trial next week. 

In making the announcement So- 
licitor-General Boykin said that he 
wanted to get rid of the Price case 
first, because it has been on the cal- 
-ender for 10 days and that if it is 
‘not tried before the Taylor case it 
probably would bé several months be- 
fore it was reached, 

The solicitor-general Thursday an- 
nounced also that the cases of Dr.

Boykin Closes for State. 


The state’s closing argument, a 
ringing and dramatic appeal for con- 
viction of White on all four counts in 
the indictment, was made by Solici- 
tor-General. Boykin. 

Mr. Boykin went over the testi- 
mony offered by the varioqus prosecu- 
tion witnesses, explained the purpose 
the state had in offering it and sum- 
med up his argument with the asser- 
tion that “every deal that we have 
shown you was engineered by White, 
York and Price and every deal we 
have shown you cost money to every 
taxpayer of the books of the city of 
Atlanta.” 

Mr. Boykin. spoke for one hour, 
using one-half of the time allotted 
to the prosecution. 

The solicitor-general pictured White 
as the man responsible for the illegal 
deals, declaring that every salesman 
who went to the city hall on a bona 
fide errand of ‘business saw in the 
background the frame of lite, 
blocking their every move to carry on | 
legitimate business, = 

White in Background. 

“No one, without first seeing White 
and paying him tribute, was able to 
negotiate any deal for disinfectant 
with the city of Atlanta,” Mr. Boykin 
declared. “White had to have his 
share and he had to fix the prices the 
city was to pay for the stuff it bought 
so that he could get his ‘rebate.’ If 
the price of the commodity wasn’t 
high enough for White to get his share 
he boosted the price and William P. 
Price, the man who was supposed to 
be there to see that Atlanta wa’ not 
robbed, stood by and raised not a fin- 
ger to prevent White from his con- 
tinued raids on the treasury. He who 
had sworn to guard the city’s treas- 
ury slept with his eyes wide open 
while the city was being robbed.” 

The opening defense argument was 
made by Special Prosecutor Howard, 
who made an unusually stinging at- 
tack on White and his defense for 
failing to offer any testimony to an- 
swer the-state’s charges. 

“I wish they had placed Price on 
the stand,” Mr. Howard: declared. “I 
wanted to cross-examine him on how 
he did the duty he had sworn to do 
and tried to learn what he had done 
to protect the moneys of the people 
he had sworn to protect. 

Afraid, Boykin Says. 

“The defense feared to put up its 
witnesses, they knew what we would 
do to tear down their testimony. They 
knew that they really had no defense: 
that all they could do was to stand 
before you and makewva plea that the 
state had no case.” 

“The state has a case and it has 
been made out snore, here,” Mr. 

“We have shown 
you how Jack White boasted of his 
control of the city business and we 
have offered the testimony of a num- 
ber of persons to prove that he did 
eontrol it because of his arrangements 
with Purchasing Agent. Price and 
Councilman York and others of his 
associates, 

“We have proved to you that no 
one could sell disinfectants to the city 
unless White was the ‘salesman’ and 


the 


got his share of the proceeds. Men 
have testified that they offered the 
same wares to the city that were 
bought from White at lower prices 
than White sold*them and that they 
were turned down. Thelr goods were 
sold easily when they made arrange- 
ments with White to give him a re- 
bate. Why weren’t they sold before? 
Because Price and York and White 
were in a conspiracy to get every- 
thing they could. 

“About the motor car deals. The 
city could have saved a discount of 15 
per cent on these cars if White had 
not intervened and charged the Le- 
Roux Motor Company for his services. 
The purchasing committee didn’t know 
it was being hoodwinked but White 
and Price and York knew it because 
White was getting*a measly $50 out 
of each of the two deals. The com- 
pany didn’t say anything for fear of 
losing the sale,” 

Sims’ Closing Argument. 

Former Mayor Sims’ opening argu- 
ment was almost the same as that 
offered by Mr. Allen—that the state 
had made no case and that therefore | 
the defense had been offered nothing 
to refute. . 

“If at any time the state had proven 

thing that even indicated there 
was a conspiracy between White and 
the purchasing agent we would have 
had lots oftestimony to disprove it,” 
Mr. Sims declared. “But they offered 
nothing to refute and we therefore 
had nothing to answer to. I,think we 
could well submit the case without 
argument, too. There is nothing for 
12 fair-minded men to do but to free 
Mr. White.” 

Judge Humphries’ charge to the 
jury was lengthy. It required 50 min- 
utes. The court read the indictment 
and explained its four counts in.de- 


tail. 

“The only one of the three defend- 
ants named in the indictment whose 
ease you are to consider is White, 
the judge declared. “His case is the 
only one on trial.” 

_ . Laws Outlined. | 

The judge then outlined in detail 
the laws governing conspiracy and ex- 
plained to the jur; that this was what 
was to be decided in the case. 

“If you believe that White and 
Price conspired to defraud the city, as 
is charged in all four counts in the 
indictment, it is your duty to convict 
him on those counts which you believe 
the conspiracy existed,” the judge de- 
clared. “If you ‘believe there was no 
conspiracy it is your duty toe acquit 
the defendant.” : 

The defense pulléd.a big surprise 
when it decided to submit the case 
without testimony. The state had 
rested at 9:48 o’clock Thursday morn- 
ing. when Mr. Allen and Mr. Sims 
asked Judge Humphries to send the 
jury to its room in order that he 
might present a motion for a directed 
verdict of acquittal. 

This appeal was refused and Mr. 
Allen and Mr. Sims. decided after a 
short conference that no testimony 
would be offered. The arguments 
were begun at once. 

Few Witnesses Presented. 

The state presented only a few wit- 
nesses, the testimony of none of whom 
was considered important, in the 
morning session.

Policeman To Die 
For Killing Negress 


NEW ORLEANS, April 3.—(4)— 
Charles Guerand, 27, former police- 
man, was convicted tonight of the 
murder of Hattie McCray, 14-year-old 
negro girl. The verdict which carries 
the death penalty was returned after 
45 minutes’ deliberation. 

Testimony offered during the trial 
‘was that Guerand admitted after the 
killing of the girl that he had Shot her 
when she repelled his advances. The 
shooting occurred in a_ restaurant 
where the girl was employed. 

Veteran jurists and attorneys said 
the eonviction, of the former officer 
was the first time in their recollec- 
tion that a white man locally had 
been found guilty as charged of the 
murder of a negro. A number have 
been foilfid guilty of second degree 
murder for killing negroes.

In a telegram addressed to, Com-| 
Hugo Eckener, navigator of 
the big airship, the physical advan- 
tages of Atlanta’s location were, set 
forth and an offer extended to make 
a special survey of availability of this 
city as the American base for opera 
tion of the trans-Atlantic airship Jine. 

The message was signed Wy Gover- 
nor L. G. Hardman, Mayor I. N. 
Ragsdale, Horace Russell, president 
of the Atlanta Chamber of Commerce, 
and Jesse Draper, president of the 
Aero Club of Atlanta. It was tele- 
graphed ursday to Richmond, Va., 
where Commander Eckener and other 
officials of the airship lime are inves- | 
tigating prospects of locating the 
western terminal of the proposed 
trans-Atlantic, line. 

The telegram was as follows: 

“Atlanta invites you to consider her 
inland, altitudinal, geographical and 
favorable climatic conditions for the 
American base for yor trans-Atlantic 
operati@ns. May we submit accurate 
survey, setting: forth our advantages?” 

In commenting on the message Mr. 
Draper stated that it would be a no- 
table step in the aeronautical devel- 
opment of Atlanta if the city should 
obtain the proposed base for the air- 
ship operations. It is understood 
that an inland base is desired by the 
Zeppelin interests and Atlanta has 
much to offer in the way of location 
and favorable operating conditions, 
the aero club president explained. 

In a recent address before the 
Aero Club of Atlanta, Admiral New- 
ton A. McCulley, commandant of the 
sixth naval district with headquar- 
ters at Charleston, S. C., pointed out 
the natural importance of the south- 
east for location of an American 
terminus in trans-Atlantic flying, Mr. 
Draper said. He declared that the 
trans-Atlantic lane, known as the Co- 
lumbus route, provided an ideal all- 
year route for air passage across the 
ocean. This is particularly important 
in the ecase-of airships, which are 
greatly affected by wind conditions, 
and the favorable lane mentioned by 
Admiral McCulley would be of great 
advantage during the winter season, 
the aero club head stated.

MOSCOW, April 3.—Russia’s new 

policy of leniéncy in its drive for 100 
per cent communism reached a cli- 
max today with three dramatic de- 
velopments. 

First, Dictator Josef Stalin issued 
a new warning that the communist 
party was in danger of “breaking with 
the peasant masses” and “undermin- 
ing the proletarian dictatorship” un- 
less it quickly and thoroughly correct- 
ed mistakes and excesses in getting 
peasants to join collective farms. 

Second, the central committee of 
the communist party granted a se- 
ries of economic inducements to peas- 
ants either remaining in or joining 
collectives. 

Third, Stalin emphasized that his 
statement was issued in accordance 
with the central committee’s desire. 
and asserted that a former statement 
on the same subject was made not 


on his personal initiative but by order 
of the committee. 


Taking Orders. 


This clear-cut declaration that Sta- 
lin is taking orders from the party 
and is entirely subordinated to it 
was likely to cause surprise in circles 
which regarded Stalin as the iron 
dictator of soviet destinies. 

Today's developments were of a kind 
to rivet new world attention on the 
soviet. which the United States has 
refused to recognize and which has 
been increasingly in the news because 
of its aggressive campaign against 
private industry and religion. 

While still maintaining its goal, the 
communist party has admitted that 
violence—held necessary by 4Lenin and 
later by Stalin—is not the way to the 
best results in some directions. 

Stalin declared that peasants un- 
ripe for collectivization must be per- 
mitted to withdraw from the move- 
ment and that the country must con- 
centrate on the immediate task of a 
successful spring sowing of grain. 

“It is difficult to halt people who 
are flying headloag into an abyss,’ 
Stalin said, but he added that the 
party had already overcome the maiu 
difficulties. 

5-Year-Old Plan Doubled. 

He estimated that only 40 per cent 
of the grain regions had been collec- 
tivized, instead of the 60 per cent 
previously supposed, but that even 
0 per cent was double the original 
obiective in the famous five-year plan. 

He denied that the party was en- 
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sion of the kulaks, or rich peasants, 
whom he termed “hloodsuckers, spi- 
ders and vampires,” must continue 
but that it was neccssary not to at- 
tempt too, much at once. 


Urged to Remain. 


At the same time Stalin 
peasants te remain in collectives: de- 
spite their righteous indignation 
against some of the methods used in 
placing them there. As an induce- 
meno he referred to the action of 
the central se eg also published 
today. in granting benefits to mem- 
bers of collectives.

WASHINGTON, April 3.—(Spe- 
cial.) —In a statement issued today 
through the democratic national’ com- 
mittee Senator Walter F. George re-

E. Watson, of Indiana, the repub-

The Watson statement, released 
through the recently reorganized pub- 
licity bureau of the republican na- 
tional committee, was regarded as the 
opening gun of republicans in.a cam- 
paign to remove the stigma of “Grun- 
dyism’’ with which democratic oppo- 
nents have plastered the bill. He 
prepared a compilation of votes on 
the. individual items in the measure, 
listing the number of pro-tariff votes 
east by each democratic senator. 

Characterizing the Watson attack 
as a “buffer” intended against popu- 
lar disapproval of the measure, Sen- 
ator George admitted that a number 
of pro- -tarife. votes had been cast by 
his eolleagues, but declared they had 
been confined for the most part to 
the agricultural schedule. 

“The statement issued by Senator 
Watson,” Senator George said, “was 
timed and intended as a 
buffer against popular disapproval of 
presidential approval of the Grundy-

A GENEROUS TRIBUTE. 


Newspaper publishers are not, as 
a rule, the hard-boiled mercenaries 
that certain publicity fiends who 
fail to fool them say they are. They 
are very human, discreet and chari- 
table, else there would be pande- 
monium often played in communi- 
ties where they publish.

Mr. ,Ochs glowingly said 
that his general manager has ‘‘taken 
a leading hand in keeping the house 
in order and its flag of honest, de- 
cent, self-respecting, courageous 
journalism floating clean and free 
at the top of the mast.”’ 


So gracious and generous a trib- 
ute to managerial skill and fidelity 
is eminently deserved by Mr. Adler, 
who has the fullest esteem of his 
contemporaries in the field of 
southern journalism. He holds to

Anti-Semitism 
In Universities. j 


Hardly has a comparative peace 
been established in-one corner of the 
Jewish world, before troubles “break 
out in another quarter. This time it’s 
the nationalist students of the UWni- 
versity of Warsaw who have been 
rioting and beating their fellow stu- 
dents of Jewish tradition. Last year 
the awakening Magyars in Budapest 
created such a rumpus against the 
Jewish students that. the university 
had to be closed for a ertain length 
of time. At the Rumanian institu- 
tions of learning there is always more 
or less of an anti-Semitic efferve- 
scence. The result has been that 
more and more young Jews from 
these Eastern European countries 
have been coming to France and Bel- 
gium, Louvain and Brussels, for in- 
stance have the largest number of 
foreign students inscribed in their uni- 
versities that ever they had. In the 
case of Louvain t!:s is truly remark- 
able, for its famous colleges were 
crowded with foreigners already in the 
Middle Ages, because of its reputa- 
tion, second only to Rome as a cen- 
ter of Catholic learning, the erudition 
of its professors and the wealth of 
its library. Of course, in olden days 
it was perfection in theology ani 
philosophy that the foreigners came to 
seek. Nowadays the medical faculty 
and kindred faculties are crowded. The 
same applies to the Sorbonne. A 
heavy percentage of the foreign stu- 
dents are Jews from Rumania. But 
not even in Paris. that world center 
of enlightenment and tolerance, an agi- 
tation against ‘ewish students have 
been set up. “Information Univer- 
Sitaire,” official organ of the Medical 
Faculty, in its last number prints a 
harsh and bitter denunciation against 
the Jewish student... The cry has 
already been taken up by such na- 
tionalist papers as “Liberte” and “Ac- 
tion Francaise.” Many Rumanian 
Jewish students, it appears, are set- 
tling in France upon graduating. It 
is not difficult to see the reason. But 
it is arousing the indignation of the 
nationalists. é
